THRACITE COAL MINERS. 


A. Plnlii Statement of the Case by 


One of Chicago'* I.enrtina: DiiIlicM. 
Duty ut tbc IniteU Stute» Depart- 
ment of Jtt»Uec, 
When the railway1? that run through 


the anthracite coal districts of Penn- 
sylvania decided to own the mines 
from which they hauled the coal to 
market, 
they 
put up 
the 
freight 


charges to a prohibitive price. It was 
the policy of comiscatiou and was suc- 
cessful. 
Mines and coal lauds w< re 


sold by their owners to the railwajs. 
The sales were forced sales. 


There are more mines than are need- 


ed to supply the coal that is required 
by consumers at the high prices charge.) 
for It. The result is that the output of 
the various mines is limited aceordiiij, 
to an agreement among the mine oper 
ating companies. Mines are thut down 
part of the year. That throws the 
miners out of work. By the encourage- 
ment of foreign immigration into the 
mining districts the coal oompanias 
supplied themselves with more labor 
than they need. They made labor 
cheap. They have paid low wages and 
have made many charges against the 
men, such as those for rent, powder 
for blasting fa shameful overcharge), 
doctors' sen ices (whether required or 
not), oil for lamps and provisions from 
company stores. In 1000 the United 
Mine Workers of America organi/ed 
the anthracite coal minors and brought 
on a great strike lasting forty-two days 
and resulting in a substantial victory 
for the men. Some of the old bitter 
•wrongs were righted. 


Other wrongs remain. Wages are 


fearfully low. Work Is precarious. Thu 
miner can barely live on what he is 
permitted to earn. Meanwhile iho price 
of anthracite coal to the consumer has 
risen enormously. The coal monopoly, 
working under an ironclad agreement, 
absorbs the groat profits and hides 
them away under tricky bookkeeping 
by which 40 per cent or more of the 
selling price of coal disappears as 
freight charges, paid by the monopoly 
to itself. These charges nre wildly un- 
reasonable. Meanwhile the miner Is 
permitted to dig when the mine is not 
fihut down by agreement, making u 
bare living. He costs KO little that the 
coal monopoly does not have to im- 
prove Jts methods. It can continue to 
use obsolete machinery and do Jts 
work In a wasteful manner because 
men are so cheap. 


The coal trust pays Its mon on an 


average $1.28 a day. As the miners 
are employed only a part of the time, 
the figures do not fairly represent what 
their wages nre In propoition to their 
living expenses. Last year, which i-j 
said to have been a good jear for the 
miners, they were employed only l'.>4 
days, which means that their actu.ii 
yearly earnings calculated by the day 
amounted to less than 80 cents. In 
18U9 the average number of working 
days was 180. A recent estimate places 
the average earning capacity of a mln 
cr for « year at $248. Out of this sum 
he must pay the coal trust for housu 
rent from ?30 to $~i2 a jear, must yii|i 
ply his own powder at $14 a year and 
his own oil at $5 a year, to say nothing 
of the fee to the coal companies' phjr-i- 
clans, which Is SO a year, whether tin- 
physician in needed or not. With what 
the miner has left he must clothe and 
feed himself and his family, and this 
at a time when the necessaries of life 
nre unusually high. 


Recently the miners, through their 


union, asked 20 per cent Increase in 
wages. It was denied them. They are 
said to have offered to compromise on 
a 5 per cent advance, but the trust de- 
clined to treat with them. Now the 
miners have struck. The coal monop- 
oly Js going to do its be«t to defeat the 
miners and destroy their union. 
It 


wishes to thrust back Into their former 
condition of serfdom the men who ask 
c. living rate of payment for their haid 
and perilous toil. It is a battle of m,en 
against a monster, a sight to brin# 
tears of compassion to the eyes of any 
one who considers all the circum- 
stances attending it. 
These 110,000 


workers ask merely a just wage, so 
tliat they may make life a little less 
hard for themselves and those wliom 
they love. Yet they are to be crushed 
for daring to dispute with this lawless 
trust, which Insists on "running its 
own business." 


The coal monopoly makes one serious 


mistake. The business which it con- 
ducts in violation of God's law* nnd 
man's laws becomes the public's busi- 
ness because of its evil nature. It IB 
the duty of tbc United States depart- 
ment of justice to destroy this wicked 
trust—Chicago Dally News.

Beneath the convolutions is a gas 
burner arranged to heut the air in Its 
passage. 
From the heated pipe the 


air pauses into the flexible tube, the 
latter being provided at the end with 
a cup of rubber. This cup is manlp>i- 
lated by the operator to discharge the 
air at different parts of the sculp, the 
temperature of the current being high 
enough to dry the hair in a compara- 
tively Khort titne. 


The apparatus Is mounted on a 


stand for «-uHy manipulation about the 
room and when not In use can be fold- 
ed into small dimensions.

A DRAMATIC SCENE. 
.' 


Th« Meeting at 
Ha*letow Walck 


Called ili« Coal Miner*' strike. 


The picturesque predominates In the 


great anthracite struggle cow being 
fought in Pennsylvania. Possibly no 
labor war in the history of the United 
States has ever had quite the impres- 
sive beginning of this contest, say* a 
correspondent of the New York Post 


Hesitating, postponing final desper- 


'&tf action from dn> to day in the futile 
hope that Mark Hanna and his col- 
leagues of the National Civic federa- 
tion would somehow cement peace, 
John Mitchell and the executive board 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
left the decision in the hands of the 
700 delegates called from every local 
union in the anthracite belt. 


That final strike convention in the 


dingy Ilazleton Opera House was a 
memorable one. Outside the hundreds 
of idle miners from the breakers ad- 
joining Hazletou were packed upon the 
uneven sidewalks like a swaying log 
glut in a Maine drive. The proceed- 
ings behind the locked doors were un- 
heard by them, but they had faith in 
John Mitchell, whose face they wore 
upon the union buttons in their coat 
lapels. They were waiting for a strike 
declaration, and they believed they 
were not to be disappointed. 


luside John Mitchell sat at a little 


tabla near the wings and looked the 
eager assemblage over. By him sat 
Miss Morris, his secretary, whose pret- 
ty summer frock and air of refinement 
contrasted strangely with the rough 
faces and coarse clothing of the men 
about her. Besides Mrs. East, the offi- 
cial stenographer of the United Mine 
Workers-, she was the only woman in 
the convention ball. 


In the battered orchestra chairs were 


men who had walked fifteen miles to 
attend the convention, men who had 
tramped over hard and uneven coal 
pikes from mining hamlets to the 
Bound of a fife and drum shrilled nnd 
thumped by their sous, who were at 
*hat moment tooting und thumping to 
keep up the eager enthusiasm of the 
crowd upon the sidewalk. There was 
a hill in the proceedings while the com- 
mittee on credentials adjourned to one 
of the dressing rooms. It was during 
this interim that the most striking in- 
cident of the day occurred. The chair 
took a fifteen minute recess, nnd the 
delegates turned to one another for 
conversation. The gathering soon be- 
came boisterous, with calls across the 
chairs aud now aud then, a bit of song 
from a group of Welsh pitmen from 
Drlfton. The delegates caught the spirit 
of the thing and culled for songs. The 
Welshmen, big, dark skinned fellows, 
ten or fifteen of them, members of the 
musical organization In the mining 
town which is famous for its singing 
societies, arose and swung into the in- 
spiring words of "Comrades In Arms." 
The dalpgatcs were on their feet at the 
end imploring for more. John Mitchell 
sat and looked on with much the np- 
noaranco of an old man watching chil- 
dren playing at a school recess. There 
were calls for more music. 
A tall, 


straight shouldered miner from Mo- 
Adoo was pushed upon a chair by his 
comrades. 


"One Night In June!" some one yelled. 


The boy — he was only twenty-one — 
smiled, threw back his chin and sang 
the song with a pure, but untrained 
tenor. 


That afternoon the convention unan- 


imously passed the vote to continue the 
general strike. As the last ballot was 
counted some one snatched the Amer- 
ican flag from the wall back of the 
chairman's desk and threw it over the 
shoulders of John Mitchell, who stood 
looking out over the house, this time 
unsmiling and with tears in his eyes. 
The two women were crying outright. 
As for the delegates, they were upou 
the chairs, cheering mightily. Then iu 
the loosed bedlam from the corner 
where the dark skinned Welsh dele- 
gates stood came a swelling note. It 
reached the wings and echoed back 
again, until the walls rang, and the 
triumphant song burst through the 
locked door and out Into the street 
where the crowd was waiting. "My 
Country, 'Tis of Thee," the delegates 
chanted triumphantly, fervently. No 
one who saw the miners at that mo- 
ment could have doubted their sincer- 
ity or the determination with which 
they enter upon the conflict

through a field of these flowers nnd 
afterward of -violent headaches and a 
disinclination to move about In Asia 
Minor, where the poppy is grown In 
vast quantities for the purpose of ex- 
tracting the drug, tourists are fre- 
quently incapacitated for many hours 
after inspecting a poppy plantation. 
and two cases of death among Eng- 
lish tourists were traced to the same 
cause last year. 


'All flowers grown from bulbs are 


dangerous in rooms where there Is ill- 
ness. Although bunches of flowers are 
Invariably taken as presents to pa- 
tients, such bloomg as hyacinths, lilies 
of the valley, tuberoses and even daf- 
fodils and narcissuses should bo care- 
fully avoided. The perfume is as dan- 
gcrous to a person in a critical state of 
health as a dose of morphia would be, 
without possessing the benefits which 
that drug sometimes confers. 


Perhaps the most remarkable effect 


which any garden flower has ou the 
human body is that Vv bid) follows the 
handling of the particular variety of 
>rirnula. known as obconica. 
Expe- 


•lenced gardeners nre always careful 
to wear gloves when potting this 
ilant, as, should there be ever such a 
slight scratch or prick on the hands or 
fingers, evil results are almost certain 
:o follow. 
The Ilrst noticeable result is a slight 
tching of the hands nud arms, and tills 
precedes the breaking out of a skin 
disease which frequently extends to 
tho body. It dies away in the autumn 
when the leaves fall, nud by Christ- 
lias the sufferer is free, but the prl 
oiula has by no means finished Us 
deadly work. When spring comes again 
and the sap rises in plants and trees. 
the dread disease makes its reappear- 
anco and continues all through the 
summer. 


This continues for many years, fre 


quently for tho whole of the -victim's 
lifetime, and there Is no known rem- 
edy for It, although years of the most 
rigid dieting have In some cases pro- 
duced a diminution in its violence. 


If blood poisoning by the primula 


obconica does not take this form, it 
brings about tho still more dreadful 
rysipelas. Cases of poisoning through 
eating the berries of the belladonna, or 
deadly nightshade, are all too frequent, 
but there is the gravest danger in even 
handling this attractive plant. 


It is a very common practice in the 


country among parties of young peo- 
ple to pick the berries and Hick thorn 
at each other with the lingers for 
sport Then, when heated by the fun 
and fusillade, the face is sometimes 
mopped viith a handkerchief upon 
which fingers sticky with the juice of 
the berries have been wiped. 


Should but just a little of this get 


Into one of the eyes a fearful calamity 
may ensue. Iritis, or paralysis of the 
iris of the eye, which invariably re 
suits in blindness, has been known to 
come on, nnd against this dread dis- 
ease medical skill has as yet proved 
unavailing. This, too, Is in face of the 
paradoxical fact that treatment with 
tincture of belladonna is the one usual- 
ly adopted in the elementary stages of 
Iritis. 


The dainty heroine who is so often 


to bo heard of as idly plucking to 
pieces tho petals of a flower must be- 
ware which blossoms she chooses for 
the purpose. 
Lilies, begonias, rhodo- 


dendrons and peonies are likely to set 
up festers, with consequent Joss of 
finger nails, if treated in this way.— 
London Answers.

Jerusalem has been besieged twenty- 


seven times, a record of vicissitude un- 
paralleled in the history of the world's 
elites. It has been burned, sacked, 
razed to the ground. Its inhabitants of 
every faith put to the sword, all the 
woes uttered by Its own prophets 
against it have come to pass, yet Jeru- 
salem still resembles a great fortress 
of the middle ages. 
Seen from the 


Mount of Olives, its massive gray 
walls, its flat roofed houses, its 
mosques and churches with their con- 
spicuous towers and minarets, present 
a marvelous picture, beautiful, sub- 
lime, unfading, from the picture gal 
lery of the mind.

The builder must 
weave Into the trusses pieces larger, 
heavier and far more inflexible than 
whole tree trunks, swiftly hoist and 
swing them to place hundreds of feet 
high, fit together the massive girders 
and huge forged bars with watchmak- 
er's accuracy, support the unwieldy 
masses until they are keyed together 
and self sustaining, and under mil- 
lous of pounds of stress must adjust 
:hem at dizzy heights to mathematical 
;ines. This he may need to do not de- 
liberately, but in dangerous emergen- 
cies, at utmost speed, putting forth his 
whole strength on narrow, springing 
planks in a furious tempest, in bitter 
cold or In blazing heat. He may be 
in the heart of an African desert, men- 
aced by bloodthirsty fanatics, or in a 
gorge of the Andes, hundreds of miles 
from tools or supplies, where there la 
absolutely no supplement to his own 
resources.

AROUND THE HOUSE. 


Bells. 


It was long a flxed idea that silver 


mixed with the bell metal improved 
the tone, but this is now considered in- 
correct. The Acton Nightingale and 
Silver Bell, two singularly sweet bells 
at St John's college, Cambridge, are 
said to have a mixture of silver, but 
if true this is not believed by compe- 
tent authorities to be the cause of their 
beautiful tone. This Idea led to the 
story of the monk Tandio concealing 
the silver given him by Charlemagne 
and casting the bell in the monastery 
of St. Paul of inferior metal, where- 
upon he was struck by the clapper and 
killed. In the ninth century bells were 
made in France of iron. They have 
been cast in steel, and the tone has 
been found nearly equal In fineness to 
that of the bell metal, but, having less 
vibration, was deficient in length, and 
thick glass bells have been made which 
give a beautiful sound, but are too brit- 
tle to long withstand the strokes of the 
clapper.—Gentleman's Magazine. , ,

polish with flannel. 


Rugs, mats or carpets can be cleaned 


thoroughly by generously sprinkling on 
them yellow cornmeal that has been 
well dampened in clean soapsuds or 
weak ammonia water.

The Real Inveiilor of 
Weber was the lirst who established 


a permanent workable telegraph line 
and thereby demonstrated the practical 
value of the electric telegraph. Weber's 
house was connected with flic astro- 
nomical and niiiKiietic observatories by 
a line over two miles in length. The 
signals were made by the deviations of 
tho noodle of a galvanometer to the 
right and left and were interpreted ac- 
cording to a conventional alphabet. 
The use of interrupted or reversed cm- 
rents did not permit the transmission 
of more than one or two words a min- 
ute, but the speed was increased to sev- 
en or eight words by the use of in- 
ducted current^.
